A message from Duesseldorf says that at a meeting of the Execu- 
tive of the Communist Workers’ Council held at Essen by permissiog 
of the French authorities, it was decided to extend the strike move- 
ment throughout Westphalia and the right bank of the Rhine. 

A conflict wherein fire and water contested . superiority, as 
humanly employed weapons, occurred at Bochum. Two were killed 
and 83 wounded’ in the course of the struggle. 

Communist strikers besieged the quarters of the Fire Brigade, 
the only available defence force in town, and demanded the sur- 
render of arms. Tt Brigade men refused, whereupon the Com- 
munists launched at offensive with revolvers and bricks. The 
firemen ensrgetically responded, playing their hose on the attackers, 
but the streams of water did net suffice to extinguishe the latters’ 
pugnacity. The firemen consequently resorted *> revolvers and 


‘finally made a scrtie and drove off the mob, taking Sifteen prisoners. . 


Some hours later it was reported that the strikers occupied the 
Brigade headquarters, but did not molest the firemen, . 
Berlin, May 27. 

The strike movement in the Ruhr has apparently somewhat 
abated. The only new disorders reported were at Essen, where the 
butchers were compelled to lower the price of meat. The absence 
of police prote-tion in the Ruhr, due to expulsion by the French, 
greatly complicates matters. The Occupaticn Authotities have 
been requested ta relax their attitude hereanent. 

A semi-official statement complains that the Inter-Allied Rhi ne- 
land Commission has forbidden Roechling, a member of the Saar 
Landesra‘, <0 enter occupied territory en route to Geneva to lay the 
alleged grievances of the Saar inhabitants before the League of 
Nations.

GREECE AND TURKEY. 

. London, May 26. 

A critical situation has arisen at Lansarne in consequence of 
Graeco-Turkish disagreement over the question of reparations. The 
Greeks refused the Turkish demand for an indemnity and offered to 
cede strip of territory toTurkey to facilitate direct Turko-Bulgarian 
railway communication. Hitherto the Turks have not been inclined 
to agree. The seriousness of the situation is accentuated by the pre- 
sence of five Greek divisions between Makri and Maritzs. The Greck 
Government is calling ‘up further troops. Both sides are uttering 
} threats. 

It is reported from Malta that the whole British, Mediterranean 
Fleet was recentiy “concentrated in Turkish waters,

The conciliatoriness of the Turkish delegate Rizanur at’ to-day’s 
Political Committee and the absence of irritation as between the 
Turks and Greeks are regarded ay a brighter augury. A number of 
questicns, including the establishment of foreigners in’ Turkey, were 
settled most amicably, « 

Later. 

The dispute as regards Greece’s reparz-ions liabilities. to Turkey, 
which reached an acute stage, was satisfactorily. settled at a confer. 
ence this afternoon between the Allies and the disputants. The set- 
Hemet is based on the cession ‘o Turkey of the Karagat ch triangle 
as reparations. Details remain to be considered. 

. The Graeco-Turkish treaty will contain Greek recognition "of 
responsibility for damage done.in Asia Minor, while Turkey, in 
view of ‘Greece’s financial position, will renounce her reparation 
claim. The Karagatch triangle to -be ceded includes the town and 
the railway between Karagatch and the Bolgarian frontier. There 
will be mutual restitution of ships captured ‘since the Mudros 
armistice.

BRITISH WAR GRAVES. 


Labour M.P’S. Report. 

Thefollowing Labour represent- 
ative took ndvintage of the 
Easter reoese to visit the: war 
Cemeteries in France and Bal- 
gium—Mr. C..Qi Ammon, M.P.. 
Mr. H.C. Charlton, MP. Mr 
Harry Gosling, M.P., Me D. R. 
Grenfell, MLP., Mr. John Robert- 
son, M.P, and Mr, Ernost Bavin. 
Transport Workers’ Union. Ina 
Statement issued for publication 
they say they wished to: satiafy 
themselves thatthe graves were 
baing fittingly oared for by the 
Imperia! War Graves, Commis. 
sion, that they were being looked 
after by the comrades ‘of those 
who fell, and that the conditions 
«Under which theae British care. 
takers lived and worked were as 
they should be. sbove all, they 
waoted to know ifthey could as- 
sure all sorrowing relatives in 
this country that the graves were 
watched and tended as one would 
wish. They continue:— 

“Perhaps what impressed us 
most, and what we had not re- 
alized before, was the vast area 
tendared forever sacred by the 
graves of tha dead of England, 
Scotland, Wales, Ireland, and all 
the British Dominions bayond the 
seas——our brothers of every class 
who gave their lives for us in the 
Great War. The’ eloquence of 
the figures, appalling as itis, fails 
in“its full effect unless one has 
actually gone on pilgrimage from 
cemetery. to cemetery all down 
tbe old battlefront, in the villages 
behind the line and the towns 
still father back. . . . It 
seemed to us that there wag 
hardly a village from Ypres to 
the Somme in which the great 
white Cross of Sacrifice, bearing 
}the amblematical Bronza Sword, 
wasnotto be seen. But the rea. 
bon we are giving publicity to our 
impressions is that we hope ther 
may bring sore comfort to many 
whose thoughts for aver turn to 
those bloodstained " battlefields 
when thes know -that we were 
struck by not o:lty the energy 
and efficiency shown throughout 
the work, but by the spirit of re. 
verence anc loving care which 
characterizes all grades of the 
Cummission’s staff wham we met, 
98 per cent. of whom are Service 
men, * 

The statement pojats out that 
in the devastated area these men 
sometimes have to putup with a 
lower ‘standard of living” than 
could be wished, add adds:— The 
cemeteries themselves are poign- 
ently beautiful. What strack us 
most wae their simple dignity. 
We had heard a great deal of the 
equality of treatment accorded to 
all war graves, but until we 
visited the cemeteries we never 
realized what it really meant to 
see every rank of soldier, from 
general to private, lying side by 
side under the same simple head- 
stores, silent witnesses ta future 
generationsof the worl d'sgreatest 
tragedy. 

On the last day the Labour re- 
presentatives visited a cematery 
in the heart of the devastated 
area, where soine British bodies 
were being buried which had re- 
cently been found in the course of 
restoring the neighbouring coun- 
tryside. Every provision, they 
state, has been made by the Com. 
‘mission to safeguard ‘and deal 
promptly with these inevitable 
Aiscoveries.

” PRINCE. SENTENCED, 


Impostor's Hotel Frauds. 

At the London Sessions recent- 
ly, Yendencheno Muhamid Saide 
Kakelo, 27, who described himsal? 
as “Prince of Kurdistan,’ was 
charged with inourring debts by 
means of fraud and obtaining 
money by false pretences. He 
pleaded “ Not guilty,” 

Nr. Parival Clarke, prosecuting, 
said the prisoner arrived at the 
Savoy Hotel from Parison Maroh 
Il, with no luggage, and saying 
that he was Princes of Kurdistan, 
asked for. the best suite in the 
hotel, he produced a passport and 
so impressed the clerk that he was 
given a suite of rooms costing six 
guinoasaday. Kakelo explained 
the absence of luggage by saying 
his secretary was following with 
it, Nextday, when his bill wes 
presented, he said he had no 
money, acd was treosferred to a 
cheaperroom. He to'd the mana- 
ger his signature was “good 
for millions.” - The prisoner 
left the Savoy Hotel 
on March 13 and went to the 
Hyde Park Hotel. There he gave 
his address as the Turkish 
Embassy. ..He remained: at the 
Hyde Park Hotel until! March 15 
and borrowed £20 from the 
manager. He also hired a car 
from the Daimler Hire Company 
for eleven days without paying 
for it. . ” 

The prisoner, in the witness- 
box, said that his ancestors were 
the Pharaohs. Hoe came here on 
a special mission.to the British 
Government, and claimed that he 
had bad interviews with Lord 
Curzon’s secretary eboutea scheme 
for the revival of the monarchy 
of Kurdistan. © 

Asked how he proposed to psy 
his debts, he said, “Her Royal 
Highness has sent me monegs.” 

Mr. Clarke raad a portion of a 
letter from the prisoner's wife, 
which said, “I want you to bea 
mao as well as a prince, and todo 
something worth while. I bave 
the promise of two positions 
which you could take—one at one 
hundred dollars: per.week.” —

THE OPI UM QUESTION.

There is further discussion of 


‘| the opium question by the League 


of Nations, and this time it ap- 
pears that a definite’ policy of 
restriction of the traffic is to be 
set on foot. All honour to the 
men who have set before them 
the iddal of weeding out the 
illicit trafficker and removing 
temptation from the weak-willed 
humans who might become dope- 
fiends, as our American cousins 
‘have so expressively named them. 
‘Tt is an ideal which deserves 
better chances of succeeding 
than, we fear, it will have. In 
taking into account the ordinary 
frailties of human nature, and 
adding thereto the incentive of 
modern modes and ‘the nature of 
present-day demands for relaxa- 
tion after the strain and stresa of 
our times, we cannot hope to find 
drug-addicts' reforming just be- 
cause e particular poison—in this 
8asé opium and its products—is 
made difficult to obtain. Will it 
be an example of liquor probibi- 
tion over again, with an evil 
illicit trade springing up to meet 
the demand? In the end it might 
mean “merely more profit to the 
illicit dealer and smuggler, and 
quicker ruination for the. half- 
crazed victim. 

After all, we wonder whether 
the whole matter is being tackled 
in a practical manner. The French 
delegate to the commission now 
sitting at Geneva points out that 
under the Hague Convantion the 
consumption: of opium in any 
form is legitimate in all countries 
in. which it is not absolutely 
forbidden. This appliea particu- 
Isrly'to China, which appears to 
have received the benevolent 
attention of all those taking part 
in the anti-cpium campaign. As 
we have’ pointed out whon 
previously commenting on the 
subject, the use of opium-by

the Chinese haa never been 
Much more than- normal, or 
in any way so excessive as to 
raisoit to the position of a national 
danger. Wherever it hes been 
suppressed, the use, and abuae, 
of alcohol and other intoxicants 
has been substituted, Apparent- 
ly the Leaguo of Nations’ opium 
commission ig specially concern. 
ed with the suppreision of the 
trade—s lucrative one—oarried 
on by European agents who 
manufacture. morphia “for the 
Asiatic market. These men also 
supply most of the cocaine to be 
found in the East, and therein 
lies another danger, which is 
likely to be enkanved were opium 
eliminated except from medics! 
prescriptions... If the com nission 
at Geneva is able to curd the 
drug trafic of the whole world 
it will do much good. [i it merely 
Prevents the exportation of 
opium products to China it will 
achieve hardly anything. "There 
is nothing to prevent the growing 
of the opium poppy in’ China it- 
self on a’ still greater scale than’ 
at present. Even an edict obtain- 
ed from the Chinese Government 
will bave practically no effect. 
The time might come when 
China will supply opium for the 
Test of the world besides satisfy. 
ing all-her own demands. The 
opium commissioa will have to 
take many such passibilities into 
consideration. and devise means 
of overcoming a number of ad- 
Ferse factore. before it can bope 
to complete the task to which it 
has bent its energies. 


The Rents "Ordinance. 


Thete are some very wise and 
necessary proposals contained in 
the draft of the Bill which is to 
amend the Rents Ordinance. 
These are based on an obvious 
desire to be. fair bath to landlord 
and tenant, Sub-tenants and sub 
lessees are very properly given 
certain protection which they 
ought to enjoy, the status of the 
‘latter in regard to the giving 
of reconstruction notices being 
definitely defined: We are still 
strongly of opinion, bowever, 
that there are further amend- 
ments needed. There should 
be some power vested in the 
Government to disallow pulling 
down of occupied property 
during abnormal periods unless 
such demolition is a necessity, 
and also “in cases where it is 
obvious that there is (not alterna- 
tive accormmodation available for 
those given notice to quit. Then 
in connection with Clause 7 of the 
amending Bill it ouzht to be pos- 
sible to introduce some sub 
zeclion requiring the lessors, in a 
notice to reconstruct or pull down, 
to state the number of tenants 
affected, a3 such information 
would be of the utmost value to the 
Government in deciding whether 
alternative avcommodation were 
available. Tenants will appre- 
ciate the proposed amendment 
whereby ther will ‘be. entitled to 
receive with # reconstruction 
notice’ a certificate from the 
Building Authority that the pro- 
posed alterations would have the 
effect of making the premises a 
“new building” within the mean- 
ing of the Ordinance. That ought 
to prevent deception. But these 
other-amendments which we have 
advocated seem to us a necessity 
whilst conditions remain as they 
now are, a

PIRATES STILL ACTIVE. 


Chinese Steamer Victimised. 


The Woo Fa, a small Chinese- 
owned wooden steamer, trading 
between here and Canton is the 
latest victim of the pirates. The 
ship was badly damaged; a large 
quantity of the cargo of dry pigs’ 
food and even the tea cups, 
mattresses and bed sheats, were 
taken away: and the Chinese 
captain, members’ of the crew 
and some of the. . passengers, 
about a score in ‘all, were kid.

. Scheme To Stop 
- Speculation, 


A scheme to put an end te 
speculation in property, with a 
vibw ta bringing dawn the pro- 
hibitive prices ta which land has 
risen during the lest faw years 
and so making it possible for the 
.tesident of average means to own 
the hause ip whioh he lives, was 
discussed with a Telegraph repre- 
seo tative over the weak and. The 
scheme comes from a gentleman 
with over a quarter of acentury's 
experieucs in land deals ia this 
Colony, and he eays he has 
studied the question from all 
Points of view. 

The scheme is 
nutshell it fa this, 
desiring land on which to build 
himself a dwelling house ap- 
proaches the Government in the 
usual way. The upset price is 
fixed and the land pat up for 
public auction, ag customary at 
present. The difference is in the 
Conditions of sale. An additional 
Clause would be put in which 
would probibit the purchaser from 
disposing, sailing, leasing, renting 
or.in any way allowing the land 
and tho building.which he would 
erect on it getting into the hands: 
of any other person for, say, a 
period of ten years. In other 
words, the house which the 
purchaser builds must ba oc. 
cupied by himself and his family 
and. his servants end by 
no-one else. If the purchaser 
desires to dispose of the property 
within that ten years, the Govern: 
Meat must ba given the first offer, 
the price being the actual amount 
of money spent on the property 
by the purchaser, aud not one 
cent more, not even interest. 

This, says our informant, would 
put an end to the operations of 
those who keep prices up merely 
for speculative purposes. Noman 
is going to tie his money up for, 
say, ten years and not get a single 
cent return, and otherwise suffer 
the loss which-he would do by 
the deterioration of the property 
which he has put up. No man 
would, under these conditions, 
want to boy land unless he 
actually needed it to build a house 
in which to live. This scheme 
would bring land values tumbling 
down and tke man af moderate 
means could. buy a site for 
himself. His savings would 
go in building himself a 
house and if he were not suffic- 
iently well off, a Building Society 
could be formed to assist him. : If 
he wanted to leave the Colony 
before the expiration of the ten 
years, be would hand his property 
back to the Government, who 
would repay him every cent he 
bad spent on it. Tha land would 
tevert to the Crown and tho same 
process would go on again. If, 
on the other hand, the purchaser 
lived in the house for more than 
ten years, be would have the 
tight to sell to the highest bidder. 

The method of keeping a check 
on these -properties. would be 
simple. The documents in con- 
necticn with all Jand of this 
description would be of « distinc: 
tiue colour, aay, blue. The proper- 
ties would be known on the market 
as “blue” Propertias——propertiea 
which could not be negotiated in 
any way, Also, the disctinctive 
colour would make them easy for 
the Land Office to handle.

King George and tho Queen 
recently visited the Laverstoke 
mills at Whitchurch; in Hamp. 
shire, where paper is made for 
Bank of England notes, 

A romance dating from the 
troublous time of the Huguenots 
Nes behind the building up of this 
jedlously guarded industry, 

Its founder was Henri Portal, 
who nag been succeedad by « line 
of Kinsmen, thus maintaining 
connection which has extended 
over two centuries between the 
Bank and the Partal family. » 

ESCAPED IN WINB CaSks. . 

It was in the early part of the 
18th century that Henri Portal 
(s. native of Poitiers) and his 
brother Guillaume escaped from 
Franca when the tyranny of its 
lawa was pressing heavily on the 
Hugtenots; and tradition has it 
that they were smuggled aboard 
ship for Southampton, hidden in 
wine casks, 

Henri took up psper-making at 
South Stoneham, where Hugue- 
nots’ were settled: and after 
being naturalised as Henry Portal 
he started in business at Whit. 
ehurcb. ~ 

Getting into touch with the 
Bank of England through his 
{friendship with, the hephaw of 
Sir Gilbert Heathcote, who was 
then Governor, he secured ia 
\W24 the commission to manu- 
tfacture the paper for the bank 
notes, and the family tie has 
tever since been broken. 

Joseph Portal succeeded his 
father in 47, and was followad 
by Jobn Portal. Then in 1848 
Sir Wyndbam Spencer Portal 
took the reins, rebuilding and re- 
organising’ the mills: and Sir 
William Portal is the Present 
head. 

GUARDED DAY AND SIGHT. 

There ara employees, too, whose 
families have’ been connected 
with the mills for Renoerations, 
Proud to share in the highly con- 
fidential work that is 
out within. doors, closed against 
the ordinary visitor.

HUMAN SACRIFICES . 
IN BURMA, . 


Official Report of Sensational 
Practices, 


Bombay: It has long been 
known that slavery in a mild form 
has existed in the Naga Hills, on 
the northern Agsam-Burma fron- 
tlere, but few people outside 
official circles realised that human 
Sacrifices are regular features of 
certain religious celebrations held 
by the wild people who inhabit 
the zone which is bounded on the 
west by tha Naga Hills and on 
the east. by the Hukong River. 
The practice, however, has been 


the division in his latest reporr, 
and the news has caused intense 
indignation throughoot India. ' 
The discovery was made bys 
Survey of India party led by 
Colonel Rich, to whom two Naga 
guides averred that these gacri- 
fices are never jess than from. six 
to ten per annum, and sometimes, 
when funds’ are plentiful, there 
are between twenty and thirty, 
Indian children kidnapped from 
Assam are the commonest victims 
but any slaves aviable are also 
slaughtered.

CULTIVATING PERFUMFS 


A process—the invention of M, 
Daniel, Professor of Botany at 
Rennes—by which the: perfume 
Of flowers is greatly increased has 
been erolained before the 
Academie des Sciences in Paris, 

By .taking two planta of 
the same. specie and grafting 
one on the othar—notably 
wormwood on a chrysanthomum 
—he found not only thatthe graft- 
ed wormwood developed remark- 
ably, but its flowerd gave forth a 
perfume much more powerfull 
than that of the original plant. 
Moreover, the chrysanthemum 
had given to the wormwood 
flower something of its own per- 
ume. M. Daniel collected the 
seeds of the grafted wormwood
